There is just one thing about the 


country that should be considered by 
all of us. Boards of health have not 
been so acti\e in most rural com- 
munities for the past twenty-five 
years as they have been in cities. 
Consequently, it is probably true 
that open windows are less the rule 
in rural districts than in the city. 
Of course, until very recently, fur- 
naces were unheard of in the coun- 
try districts, and, to preserve the 
heat of the stove, there was a temp- 
tation to keeo the windows closed. 
Anemia Common in Cities 


The frequency with which we meet 


anemia in the cities is a shame. Sit 
in a street car any day and observe 
the people who enter, especially the 
women 
When they first arrive, and 


for a penod of five or ten minutes, 
the cheeks are red 
Unfortunately, 


however, as ^oon as the effect of the 
exertion of catching the car has worn 
off, 
the color fades auay and the 


face is as white as wax, unless rouge 
has been applied. 


There are tens of thousands of 


such persons in New York city, and 
they are to be found in every com- 
mercial or Industrial community. 


It speaks well for industry, how- 


ever, that large employers of labor 
are now organizing and maintaining 
well-equipped welfare departments. 
Labor organizations have health and 
sanitation committees. Health au- 
thorities and state industrial com- 
missions are aiding all these efforts 
Intelligent welfare legislation is being 
employed 
All in all, the prospects 


seem bright for the removal of many 
factors that have militated against 
nealth. 


Anemia and chlorosis will be less 


common in the future. They are the 
penalties of wrong- eating, wrong 
habits and personal neglect. 


It is important that every young 


woman, and everybody else for thpt 
matter, should select those foods that 
carry iron, copper and other min- 
erals of value to health. Unless t\e 
eat right, and treat our bodies prop- 
erly we are sure to have trouble.
